CAR SHOHTAGK TO END 


According to dispatches from the 


big cities this car shortage that has 
boon troubling shippers all over the 
country,-IB soon to end. Almost 
everything that lias happened, or 
i'ailcd to happen, during the past few 
months has, been 'laid by the railroads 
to tile shortage of cars, and It seems 
that efforts are being, made to relieve 
•the situation.- • 


That the big railways of the coun- 


try are preparing against any future, 
car shortago such as the.'present one 
l.s evidenced when. It is known that' 
orders for 35,000 freight cars wore 
placed with equipment builders'dur- 
ing the first three weeks of Novem- 
ber. Heavy purchases of locomotives 
for domestic use also are under way. 
Most of these orders are scheduled 
for died ivory one year hence. 


These orders involving a half mil- 


lion were placed in face of highly 
unsatisfactory'conditions. Prices for 
those products are 40 to .50 per cent 
above normal and prospects are that 
deliveries wil'l be very slow, 
The 


foreign and domestic orders have 
crowded the equipment builders so 
heavy no orders will be taken ex- 
cept with the understanding that no 
delivery will be made before a year 
or fourteen months.

Heavy purchases of locomotives 


for domestic use also are under way. 
Most of these orders are scheduled 
tor delivery one year hence.

These orders involving a half mil- 


lion were placed in face of highly 
unsatisfactory conditions. Prices for 
these products are 40 to 50 per cent 
above normal and prospects are that 
deliveries will be very slow. 
The 


foreign and domestic orders hav 
crowded the equipment builders so 
heavy no orders will be taken ex- 
cept with the understanding that no 
delivery will be made before a year 
or fourteen months.

AN EASILY-MADE ELECTRIC BELL 


OUTFIT. 


The home-made electric bell shown 


in the illustrations IB very simple in 
construction, and is made of only such 
materials as aro easily obtained. 


The working principle of an electric 


bell is this: 
When the push-button is 


pressed, the current from the bell bat- 
tery passes along the bell wire und 
through coils of wire mounted upon 
the bell base. These coils of wire are 
wound around cores of soft, iron, and 
when the curre.nl. passes around and 
around through the many turns of 
wire (he cores bficojno magnetized 
nnd together form a "horse-shoe mag- 
net." 
This magnet, draws the bell 


hammer arm, or "armature," towards 
it, 
Then, the instant that, tho arma- 


ture is pulled away from the little ad- 
justment screw that presses against 
It, the electrical connection is broken, 
the horse-shoo, ningnot lo&ea Ha mag- 
netic influence, and 
tho 
armature 


springs back to Its former position 
against the adjustment bcrew. 
This 


"clones the circuit;" then the cm-rent 
flown through tho magnet coils again, 
and the armature is drawn away from 
the screw ns before. 


The horse-shoe magnet is the first, 


portion of the bell to make.. Get two 
%-inch or 5-16-inch carriage bolts 2^ 
Inches long for the iron cores, and y2 
pound of ordinary insulated electrical 
bell wire. Also buy four %-inch bolt 
washers for the ends of the magnets. 
Slip two washers upon each bolt, and 
screw the uut onto the end, tempo- 
rarily. 
Before starting to wind the 


wire upon the bolts, slip four or Ilvo 
inches oil the-end through the hole of 
the washer on the nut end of the bolt; 
then carefully wind the wire around 
l.he bolt between that washer and the 
one nt the bolt-head end. Wind back

The home-made electric bell s]io\\n 


in the illustrations is very simple in 
construction, and is made of only sucli 
materials as are easily obtained. 


The working principle of an electric 


bell is AIB- 
When the push-button is 


pressed, the current from the bell bat- 
tery passes along tlie bell wire und 
through coils of wire mounted upon 
the bell base. These coils of wire are 
wound around cores of soft iron, and 
when the current passes around and

The liorse-shoe magnet is the firsl

pound of ordinary insulatad electrical 
bell wire. Also buy lour '/4-iuch bolt 
washers for the ends of the magnets.

If you now connect 
both ends of the coil wire to a battery, 
as a test, you will find that the bolt 
has become an "electro magnet" The 
two electro-magnets connected at one 
end with a metal "yoke" form the 
horse-shoe magnet. 
One end of a 


horse.-shoe magnet attracts and the 
other repels, and in order to make one 
a "positive" and (he other a "nega- 
tive pole" the winding of the coils 
must bo done in opposite directions— 
that is, the winding on one must be 
done clockwise, and that on the other 
counter-clockwise. 


Make the yoke out of a strip of tin 


1 inch wide and 3 inches long, and 
with a nail punch holes through it 2 
inches on centers, large enough for 
the magnet bolts to stiek through 
(Fig. <1). Connect the lower ends of 
,the wire of the two coils together, 
then screw 
down the 
nuts 
tight 


against the yokes. 
Figs. 5 and 6 


show how the horse-shoe magnet is 
fastened to the bell base by a wooden 
cleat. 


Details of the armature are shown 


in Figs. 7 and 9. It is made of tin 
cut from a tomato can, and the ham- 
mer from a broken alarm clock. Cut 
the piece of tin 5 inches long and 1% 
inches wide, over all, with a> 1-Inch 
tab on the hammer end and a %-inch 
tab on the opposite end, as shown. 
Fold the sides of the piece over onto 
the middle portion (Fig. 8), and then 
fold the sides ol' the hammer end 
over the hammer wire and( pound it 
down until it holds the wire securely. 
Punch a hol» through the opposite end 
of the armature large enough, for a 
small screw, and screw it at this point 
to a small block of wood (A, Pig. 8). 
Then fasten block A. to the base block 
in, the position shown in Fig. 2, with 
the armature exactly parallel to the 
magnet heads and about 3-1C inch 
away from them. 


Fig. !) shows the details of the ad- 


justment screw and a binding post. 
Cut B out of hard wood; tack the 
strip of tin, D, to its top and face, 
and nail B to the base block near the 
pivoted end of the armature, as shown 
in Fie.

to the starting point, then to the bolt- 
head end again, and so on back and 
forth until the height of the washers 
has 
been 
reached. 
Wind an even 


number of layers on the bolts, so the 
upper end of the wire can be brought 
out through the washer at the nut 
end. Fig. 3 shows the core with the 
coil completed: 
If you now connect 


both ends of the coil wire to a battery, 
as a rest, you will find that the bolt 
has become an "electro magnet." The 
two electro-magnets connected at one 
end with a metal "yoke" form the 
horse-shoe magnet. 
One end of a 


horse-shoe magnet attracts and the 
other repels, and in order to make one 
a "positive" and the other a "nega- 
tive pole" the winding of the colls 
must be done in opposite directions- 
thai Is, the winding on one must be 
done clockwise, and that on the other 
counter-clockwise. 


Make the yoke out of a strip of tin 


1 inch wide and :i inches long, and 
with a nail punch holes through it 2 
inches on centers, large enough for 
the magnet bolts to stick through 
(Fig. 4). Connect the lower ends of 
the wire of the two coils together, 
then 
screw 
down the 
nuts 
tight 


against the yokes. 
Figs. 5 and 6 


show how the horse-shoe magnet is 
fastened to the bell base by a wooden 
cleat. 


Details of the armature are shown 


in Figs. 7 and 9. It is made of tin 
cut from a tomato can, and the ham- 
mer from a broken alarm clock. Cut 
the piece of tin 5 inches long and 1% 
inches wide, over all, with a 1-inch 
tab on the hammer end and a •'Ji-inch 
tab on the opposite end, as shown. 
Fold the sides of the piece over onto 
the middle portion (Fig. 8), and then 
fold the sides of the hammer end 
over the hammer wire and, pound it 
down until it holds the wire securely. 
Punch a bol«. through the opposite end 
of the armature large enough for a 
small screw, and screw it at this point 
to a small block of wood (A, Fig. 8). 
Then fasten block A to the base block 
in the position shown in Fig. 2, with 
the armature exactly parallel to the 
magnet heads and about. S-1G inch 
away from them. 
Fig. 0 shows the details of the ad- 


justment screw and a binding post. 
Cut B out of hard wood; tack the 
strip of tin, D. to its top and face, 
and nai! 13 to the base block near the 
pivoted end of the armature, as shown 
In Fig. 2. Tack the piece of tin, C, to 
the base block under the end of D, and 
punch a hole through both C and D 
for the screw-eye binding post to run 
through. Fold a small piece of tin in 
half, as shown in Fig. 10, for the sec- 
ond binding post, tack the lower por- 
tion to the base block, and pierce a 
hole for a screw-eye. This binding post 
may be fastened almost any place on

The house a« a whole IH 'shown In one of the 


Illustrations. Tho ntonea for tho porch, which is 
teen feet wide and fifty foot around tho outer wall, 
were taken from the pasture. The floor" of tho 
porch IB cement and alopew towardo cither corner, 
where drains arc located. I wish to call your at- 
tention to tho number nnd height of tho windows 
of tho houao, which provide health-giving air and 
light. Tho chimney Is built In tho center of tho 
house from the collar bottom. It contains three 
independent Hues from tho basement to tho top, 
one for tht> furnace and eno each for tho two fire- 
places. The cesspool Is situated in tho lot just 
beyond th«, maple tree. 
Tho 
windmill, 
which 


pumps the\ water -and air for tho largo pressuro 
tank in Che bnaomcnt, is located at the corner of 
t.ho barn. A self-regulating device la attached to 
the mill no that when tho pressure In tho tank 
reaches .sixty pounds a lover Is forced upward!) 
and start.-; to throw tho mill out of gear by the 
time the preasuro has boon Increased to eighty 
pounds tho mill is entirely out of gear and remains 
oo untfl wo draw water enough to reduce the pros- 
cure In the tank, when tho mill IB again thrown 
In gear. A thirty barrel galvanized tank Is located 
In (ho nay mow of tho barn Into which IH con- 
ducted the uoft water from the eaves of the barn. 
The wiitcr from thin tank Is conveyed to tho 
house• through ti one and a half Inch pipe,'and 
furnishes mifllr.IeiH water for tho summer months. 
.During (ho winter months the soft water Is ob- 
tained "from a largo cistern, the connection with 
which t KhaTl explain later. 
There aro cement 


walks leading from tho front and sido porchoa to 
the driveway and aloo to tho ham. 


Another illustration is that of the basement 


showing t'kto large pressure tank which receives 
the wfttwr from the windmill. 
The supply plpo 


1s tapped near tho barn and supplies water in tho 
barn. The profietire tank sttpplloa water for the 
basement, kitchen, and bathroom on tho HOcond 
floor, betfldea furnishing power to run 
tho 
lift • 


and supplying water for lawn and garden, 


hot air pipes of tho furnace open directly 


fn'.o tho K'hnftM above the furnaco so that there 
a:o no side pipes excepting the one running to tho. 
kitchen. Tho vegetable callar open directly from 
tho furnace room and has an opening intc ono of 
tho Hues of tho chimney so ns to carry off all 
foul odora. 


In the basement is also a gasoline gas machlno 


which furnishes tho gas for lighting the house 
and barn and for tho cooking of all our meals. 
Tho carburetor, which will hold two barrels of 
gasoline, i« burled In the ground outside of tho 
house, 
Tho shell holds about 
eight 
hundred 


pounds of sand and by Us weight unwinds n fan 
or pump which drives tho air out to tho car- 
buretor wliero is becomes saturated and returns 
to the mixer \vhero It IB further diluted with air 


before passing through tho riser to all parts of th-o 
house nnd burn, 
,, 


Tho corner of tho laundry containing the pres- 


sure gauge, lift pump, and pressure tank con- 
nected with tho cistern, la shown In one of tho Il- 
lustrations. Tho connection with tho lift pump is 
cut oft In tha summer months as we have had 
plenty of soft water from 'the tank In the barn. 
By means of this lift pump and pressure tank the 
ibressure In tho soft water pipes is the same as 
flint In the hnrd water plpos and does away with 
watting for the lift pump to work. 


Directly above (ho laundry and connected by a 


Htalrway Is the kitchen. On one side of tho land- 
ing of this stairway In tho refrigerator and on the 
other aide, n wood box. These are both filled from 
the oulsldo of tho house. All of ttto floors on tho 
first floor are hard maple, either .waxed or oiled, 
and covered with rugs, 
. 
, ' 


Tho kitchen, shown In one of the Illustrations, 


Is palntod In white enamel and tho walls aro cov- 
ered with white oil cloth paper in tllo design. In 
this kitchen Is a large center table with a sink 
In one corner, above which you see the hard water 
faucet and tho hot and cold, soft water faucets. 
Tho table i's 55x38 Inches and stands fW Inches 
'from the floor. The sink Is ISx.'M Inches, 
SVith 


the ho IP of n bonrd which I can slldo over tho 
sink, I can Increase the size of my table. At the 
i-iid of tho table JH a largo drawer for kitchen 
spoons, knives", forks, etc,, This i;oom has throo 
windows and a door containing a window. There 
aro built-in cupboards and Hour and bread bins, 
all out of tho way of dust. Tho gas nxngo In the 
corner of the room Is like nny city gas range and 
furnishes HufflciOAt heat for the serving of twenty 
or thirty people. 
The hot water tank shown In 


tho picture Is heated during the winter months 
by tho furnace which hns a coll on on& and one- 
half Inch and one Inch pipe connected directly 
with this tank. 
Tho tank furnishes 
sufficient 


boat for tho kjtehen, and we found tho water hot 
enough to attach a radiator ,ln the living room, 
thus adding much to the conifer; of tho room and 
Having on the fuel bill. 


The dining room opens from the kitchen and 


also has openings Into the living room and par- 
• 


lor. In this room you see ono of the home-made 
flreplacoH. 
A form was made OQ {he. floor of this 


room and into It was poured the cement In which 
was imbedded woven wire for reinforcement. In 
tho ^cement tho chiris, taken from the stones in 
building tho front porch, wore stuck, This vyas 
allowed to dry for flvo days; after which it was 
placed in position as you see It. There is another 
fireplace similar to this and directly back of it In 
the parlor, 
' 


In a corner of tho dining room IB n built-in china- 


closet and sideboard, with supboard below. 
Dl- 


rectiy behind tho china closet is a built-in book- 
case In the living roo'm, 


Opening out of the kitchen Is the bock stair- 


way leading to tho bedroom. This Is finished In. 
white, the same as the kitchen. 
We also have 


throe kinds of water in the faucets over tho lav- 
atory, Opening into the same hall into which the 
bathroom opens is the den or library, from which 
room them is an outside door opening onto an 
upper porch for airing bedding and shaking rugs. 
There IH a long hall connecting these rooms with 
the front hall,'into which the bedrooms open and 
which also leads to the front stairway and to the 
reception hall below. 


These, briefly enumerated, ure the mechanical 


devices about w.bich pages m|ght be written in 
describing tho conveniences they make possible, 
to say nothing of the sanitation. 
I know those 


who aro employed In the kitchen noticed tho lo- 
cation of the table in the center of the room and 
its proximity to the gas range and built-in cup- 
boards. It is also sanitary, as there ^are no open- 
ings and corners between sink and adjoining 
walls for the accumulation of dust. Woodwork 
and walls, being in white enamel, aro easily kept 
clean. Having all kinds and plenty of water di- 


• 
reeUy above the sink does away with lifting and 
carrying of water pails and garbage cans. 
The 


gas light directly above the table makes It im- 
possible to get into your own shadow. The gas 
range needs but, the lighted1' match, and the 
drudgery of carry-Ing in wood, lighting and keep- 
Ing up the flro, and carrying out the ashes is done 
a Way with. .1 shall here answer a question I know 
will arise, and that is tho cost of fuel and light 
with this system. Our bill from July 3, 1911, to 
July 3, 1912, was fifty-two dollars, .or one dollar n 
week for all cooking, baking, and lighting of the 
house and barn. 
Compare this with the time 


spent in getting up wood for the kitchen stove'or 
tho cost of coal, or will those'who live in the city 
compare these figures with their gns and electric 
light bills. 


The bathroom lias appealed to more rural visl- 


tors at our homo than has any other room in the 
house. ThoRO'pf'you who have .come In from the 
hay field on a hot summer day or have come from 
a dusty, dirty threshing job, would know how to 
appreciate, tills room. Here you have hot or cold 


• water as you wish, or soft or hard water to meet 
' your fancy. 


The laundry Is equipped with movable tubs, and 


hot water Is to be had at al.l times when the fur- 
naco is being used. When the furnace is not in 
use a fire In the laundry stove supplies us with 
good hot water. There the washing is away.from 
(he living rooms, and .the steam is drawn up the 
flues of the main chimney, which does away with 
steam all over the house. The sink In the laundry 
Is connected witlrtlio sewer pipes leading'to tho 
cesspool, -thus carrying off all waste water fron« 
the laundry.. The last, aud I'suppose-most im- 
portant picture is the bill of s^.\vanso for installing 
.these conveniences:

PREVENT BROWNINGS 


(Prom the. Press Bulletin, of 


University of Wisconsin.) 


the 


Loss of life by drowning is being 


reduced to a minimum In three Wis- 
consin cities by tlio establishment of 
supervised swimming pools, accord- 
ing to data just obtained by the Mu- 
nicipal Refeieuce bureau of Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin Extension division. 


"For a number of years cities have 


been buying lung-motors, pulmotors, 
teaching 'fiist aid,' and trying in 
various other ways to lessen a need- 
less waste of life," declares tbo re- 
port. "Only during the past two or 
throe years have the cities of the 
state been accomplishing through 
prevention what so often failed thru 
cure. 
The building of swimming 


pools and the marking oft of bathing 
beaches to bo supervised has been a 
natural outcome of the annual loss 
of life thru drowning. That the re- 
sults have paid for the expenditure 
is cert.un from the fact that not a 
fatal accident has been reported, so 
far <is is known by the municipal ref- 
erence bureau, from the swimming 
pools or supervised beaches in the 
state, while each year h mdreds have 
learned to swim. 


Three Oifies Have Pools 


Tlio pool at Apploton, which has 


been operated for the past two years, 
Is of concrete and is 85 by 35 feet. 
Tlio pool cost approximately ?4,000, 
but the city regards it as one of Its 
best investments. 


Grand Rapids has a swimming pool 


which is located below a dam on the 
Wisconsin river, and is 260 feet by 
85 foot. The cost was about $6,000, 
a largo part of which was raised by 
popular subscription. At least 1,000 
persons have learned to swim In this 
municipal pool, and a dally average 
attendance during the bathing season 
is more than 700. 


The swimming pool at Wausau Is 


a bathing beach fenced in. The en- 
c'losuio used for dressing is 74 by 
16 feet. 
On some days the attend- 


ance has been more than 500. 


Heod.sburg, Wauwatosa and Do 


Pens are contemplating the building 
of municipal pools, and Merrill lias 
alieady started a fund to be used for 
the erection of a swimming pool. A 
huge number of cities In the state 
have indoor pools in connection with 
clubs, not municipally owned. 
A 


large number have supervised bath- 
ing benches, but these are not so suc- 
cessful In doing away with the loss 
of life on account of the wide ex- 
panse of water to be watched.

In England there is an Army Review 
published by the war office, and a 
weekly journal dealing with the insur- 
ance act, whilst the Board of Trade 
Journal can boast of a bigger staff of 
correspondents than any other journal 
in the world, as every officer in the 
British consular service is bound by 
regulations to send In any items of 
news likely to be of commercial In- 
terest. 


A few years ago a journal called The 


Lunatic Herald made its appearance; 


there Is a Beggars' Journal regularly 
published in Paris, which gives par- 
ticulars of charitable institutions and

tions, etc., "phoned" to him; at noon 
he may take up his receiver and listen 
to an enthralling short story, and to 
the evening he may listen to music 
and singing.

However, our national system of 
education is still not national, and not 
a system," Intermediate education is 
to be placed within the reach of all 
who desire it—a complete and 
pro- 


gressive system of education, provid- 
ing instruction of an advanced charac- 
ter. Salaries oC teachers are to be in- 
creased. 
Baths, playing fields, nurs- 


eries, gymnasia, medical Inspection, 
nursing, housecraft, cookery and other 
domestic subjects are to ba encour- 
aged, developed and supported' with 
extra money from the national treas- 
ury. The compulsory school age, now 
fourteen, is to be raised. Supervision 
is to be extended over all the schools 
in Great Britain. Upon this rock for- 
mer educational bills found wreck. 


"The state should look to the well- 


being of the children from a very early 
age," said Mr. Pease, "even 
before 


they aie born. The education of the 
young child is primarily physical and 
not primarily intellectual." In this re- 
gard. Great Britain has gone perhaps 
further than any other European coun- 
try iij providing medical inspection, 
nursing and meals for underfed chil- 
dren 


"We want to build," contmued«Mr. 


'Pease., "a road from ,the 
elementary 


schools to the universities broad 
enough to be traveled by thousands. 
The state will have a profit 
In 
the 


capacities of thousands which other- 
wise would be wasted and unrevealed." 


Poor Secondary Schools. 


The existing secondary school facili- 


ties were sharply criticized by Mr. 
Pease, who suggested that tho "Acad- 
emy," familiar to Americans from its 
description fh a recent novel, was'"an 
outstanding fact in our 
educational 


system," and a most discreditable one. 
Whether'there were 30,000 or 15,000 
secondary schools In Great Britain, he 
could not say, and he, as minister of 
education, had no right, as yet, even to 
ask how many there were or what in- 
struction they gave. 
Recently, how- 


ever, his inspectors had 
an oppor- 


tunity of inspecting some fifty schools 
in Middlesex, and here are two of 
thetr reports: 


Sixty-six boys. School dingy, dirty, 


poor, ill-lighted. Gas burning at 2:45 
p, in. Ventilation so defective that 
the brotan window was an advantage. 
Only one Tvash basin. ' 


Boys from'eleven to eighteen years 


of age in the same class. Class held 
in a clubro'om in the space between 
two full-sized billiard tables. No desks.

All 
Should Cultivate

as a Precaution Against Pos- 


sible Accident. 


At a pinch we shall most of us find 


ourselves ambidextrous, with the left 
hand ready to do'what the right has 
done. Ana many of us are left-handed 
(in parts), without knowing it- Per- 
sonally, I deal the cards and fix my 
buttons" with the left hand, being1 In 
most othar matters right-handed. But

creasing Iu England in number and 
efficiency. At the present time about 
250,000 boys ure attending classes in 
teehnical.schc ols for the purpose of ac- 
quiring aoma handicraft. The system 
of technical education, however, curi- 
ously enough in this great manufijctur- 
ing country, lags behind that of its 
nearest 
neighbors, 
Germany 
and 


France. The National Industrial Edu- 
cation league—one of the many organi- 
zations tor educational change—seeks 
to remedy this condition by compul- 
sory technical training. "Our system of 
industrial education is so topsy-turvy," 
said one of the members of the league, 
"that a boy must commit a crime be- 
fore he can be compelled to learn a 
trade." In the league's plan 
every- 


body should be taught a trade. The 
time when this Is accomplished, how- 
ever, does not appear to be near at 
hand. 
i 


Great Decreaie in Illiteracy. 


Much improvement as the result of 


the more general education that has 
been provided is noticeable in Great 
Britain. The decrease of illiteracy 
shows what broadening 
the 
school 


system and establishing 
compulsory 


school attendance have brought about. 
Forty years ago, of every l.odo men, 
married in England and Wales 225 
signed the marriage 
register 
with 


their mark, because they 
could not 


write their names; last year only 17. 
The proportion of women who signed 
with a mark decreased 
during the 


same period from 312 to 20. In Ire- 
land 
the 
proportion of 
men thus 


shown to be illiterate decreased from 
404 to 80 and of the women from 517 
to 76; in Scotland, men from 114 to 16 
and of women from 222 to 15. 
Scotch Laborers Keen for Education. 


Scotland, which furnishes wisdom to 


London, as Ireland furnishes it wit, 
has ever lead in the general dissemi- 
nation of education among its people. 
"Even the agricultural laborers in the 
Scotch constituency whom I represent-

However, our national system of 
education is still not national, and not 
a system." Intermediate education is 
to be placed within this reach of all 
who desire it—a complete and 
pro- 


gressive system of education, provid- 
ing instruction of an advanced charac- 
ter. Salaries of teachers are to be in- 
creased. 
Baths, playing fields, nurs- 


eries, gymnasia, medical 
inspection, 


nursing, housecraft, cookery and other 
domestic subjects are to be encour- 
aged,, developed and supported with 
extra money from the national treas- 
ury. The compulsory school age, now 
fourteen, Is to be raised. Supervision 
is to be extended over all the schools 
in Great Britain. Upon this rock for- 
mer educational bills found wreck. 


"The state should look to the well- 


being of the children from a. very early 
age," said Mr. Pease, "even 
before 


they are bom. The education of the 
young child is primarily physical and 
not primarily intellectual." 
In this re- 


gard, Great Britain has gone perhaps 
further than any other European coun- 
try' in" 
1 providing medical inspection, 


nursing and meals for underfed chil- 
dren. 
"We want to build," continued Mr. 


Pease, "a road from the 
elementary 


schools to 
the 
universities 
broad 


enough to be traveled by thousands. 
The state will have a 
profit in the 


capacities of thousands which other- 
wise would be wasted and unrevealed." 


Poor Secondary Schools. 


The existing secondary school facili- 


ties were sharply 
criticized by Mr. 


Pease, who suggested that the "Acad- 
emy," familiar to Americans from its 
description in a recent novel, was'"an 
outstanding fact in our 
educational 


system," and a most discreditable one. 
Whether there were 10,001) or 15,000 
secondary schools in Great Hritain, ho 
could not say. and he, as minister of 
education, had no right, as yet, even to 
ask how many there were or what in- 
struction they gave.

ever, his inspectors had

oppor- 


tunity of inspecting some fifty schools 
in Middlesex, and here 
are two of 


their reports: 
Sixty-six boys. School dingy, dirty,

Only one wash basin. 


Boys from eleven to eighteen years 


of age in the same class. Class held 
in a clubroom in the space between 
two full-sized billiard tables.

All Should Cultivate Ambidexterity 


as n Precaution Against Pos- 


sible Accident.

250,000 boys are attending classes in 
technical.schools for the purpose of ac- 
quiring some handicraft. 
The system 


of technical education, however, curi- 
ously enough In this great manufactur- 
ing country, lags behind that ot Its 
nearest 
neighbors, 
Germany 
nnd 


France. The National Industrial Kdu- 
catlon league—one of the many organi- 
zations for educational change—seeks 
to remedy thla condition by compul- 
sory technical training. "Our system of 
industrial education is so topsy-turvy." 
said one of the members of the league, 
"that a boy must commit a crime be- 
fore he can be compelled to learn a 
trade." In the leagua's 
plan every- 


body should be taught a trade. 
The 


time when this is accomplished, how- 
ever, does not appear to be near at 
hand.

Great Decrease in Illiteracy. 


Mxicfa improvement as the result of 


the more general education that has 
been provided Is noticeable in 
Great 


Britain. 
The 
decrease of illiteracy 


shows what broadening the 
school 


system and establishing compulsory 
school attendance have brought about. 
Forty years ago, of every l,00\i men. 
married In England 
and Wales 225 


signed the

The proportion of women who signed

able and sanitary?" He answered, "The house does 
not bring in money," aa though all we lived for 
•was the mere possession of mono} 1 


One cannot pick up a farm paper without reading 


an account of a corn-growing conte'st, a fat-stock 
show, a poultry show, and noting tho prizes offered 
for the best results obtained. All of these tend to 
stimulate the boys and girls to become more mtei- 
tsted in tho farms and not to be satisfied with any- 
thing but the best. These contests are commend- 
able and are serving to educate our boys and girh 
by placing before them tangible standaids they ma> 
foeek to secure. This education causes them to be 
dissutislied •with their previous attainments, and tho 
result is progress. The boy sees the result of the 
carefully selected seed, tho painstaking preparation 
of the teed bed made possible by some piece; of ma- 
chinery ho'is not in possession of, and the result is 
new s-eed and new machinery 
You think you see 


the immediate result of this added expenditure of 
money, but how about you daughter? 
You may be 


giving her the domestic science course in the high 
school, but are you willing to spend the same amount 
of money for her to put into operation the Knowl- 
edge she has acquired?

1 should like to suggest 


that you give your farm somo 
suitable 
and 
appropriate 


name, a name by which it 
will be recognized not only 
In that immediate locality, but a name that will 
mean something to future generations. 
We have 


named our farrr. "Tho Manx," in honor ot my fa- 
ther, who was born on the Isle of Man. 


The honse as a whole in shown in one of the 


illustrations. The stones for the porch, which is 
teen feet wide and fifty feet uround the outer wall, 
were taken from the pasture. The floor of the 
porch Is cement and slopes towards either corner, 
where drains are located. I wish to call your at- 
tention to the number and height of the windows 
of the house, which provide health-giving air and 
light. The chimney is built in the center of the 
house from the cellar bottom. It contains three 
independent flues from the basement to the top, 
one for the furnace and ene each for the two fire- 
places. The cesspool is situated in the lot :ust 
beyond the maple tree. The 
windmill, 
which 


pumps the'1'water-and air for the large pressure 
tank in the basement, is located at the corner of 
the barn. A self-regulating device is attached to 
the mill >o that when the pressure in the tank 
reaches sixty pounds a lever is forced upwards 
and starts to throw the mill out of gear by the 
time die pressure has been increased to eighty 
pounds the mill is entirely out of gear and remains 
BO untfl we draw water enough to reduce the pres- 
sure In the tank, when the mill is again thrown 
In gear. A thirty barrel galvanized tank is located 
in the hay mow of the barn into which is con- 
ducted the soft water from the eaves of the barn. 
The water from this tank is conveyed to the 
house thiough a one and a half inch pipe, and 
furnishes sufficient water for the summer months 
During the winter months the soft water is ob- 
tained "from a large cistern, the connection with 
which t shall explain later. There are cement 
walks leading from the front and side porches to 
the driveway and also to the barn. 


Another illustration is that of the basement 


showing the large pressure tank which recenes 
the water from the windmill. The supply pipe 
is tappf.d near the barn and supplies water in the 
barn. The pressure tank supplies water for the 
basery.eat, kitchen, and bathroom on the second 
floor, besides furnishing power to run the lift 
pu».t> and supplying water for lawn and garden. 
Th's hot air pipes of the furnace open directly 
>n»o the shafts above the furnace so that there 
a:e no side pipes excepting the one running to the 
kitchen. The vegetable sallar open directlv from 
the furnace room and has an opening into one of 
the Hues of the chimney so as to carry off all 
foul odors. 


!n the basement is also a gasoline gas machine 


which furnishes the gas for lighting the houso 
and barn and for the cooking of all our meals 
The carburetor, which will hold two barrels of 
gasoline, is buried in the ground outside of the 
house. 
The shell holds about 
eight hundred 


pounds of sand and by Its weight unwinds a fan 
or pump which drives the air out to the car- 
buretor where is becomes saturated and returns 
to the mixer where It Is further diluted with air 


before passing through the riser to all parts of th« 
house and barn. 


The corner of the laundry containing the pres- 


sure gauge, lift pump, and pressure tank con- 
nected with the cistern, is shown in one of the il- 
lustrations. The connection with the lift pump is 
cut off in the summei months as we ha^e had 
plenty of soft water from the tank in the barn 
By means of this lift pump and pressure tank the 
pressure in the soft water pipes is the same as 
that in the hard water pipes and does away with 
waiting for the lift pump to work 


Directl> above the laundry and connected by a 


stairway is the kitchen. On one side of the land- 
ing of this stairway is the refrigerator and on the 
other side a wood box. These are both filled from 
the outside of the house 
All of the floors on the 


first floor are hard maple, either waxed or oiled, 
and covered with lugs. 


The kitchen, shown in one of the illustrations 


is painted in white enamel and the walls are cov- 
ered with white oil cloth paper in tile design. In 
this kitchen is a large, center table with a sink 
in one corner, above which you see the hard water 
faucet and the hot and cold soft water faucets. 
The table is oSx^S inches and stands S'i inches 
from the floor The sink is 18x34 Inches 
With 


the help ot a board which I can slide over the 
sink, I can inciease the si?e of my table. At the 
end of the table is a large drawer for kitchen 
bpoous, knives', forks, etc. 
This room has threo 


windows and a door containing a window. There 
are built-in cupboards and flour and bread bins, 
all out of the way of dust. The gas lange in tha 
(orner of the room is like any city gas lange and 
furnishes sufficient heat for the serving of twenty 
or thirty people 
The hot water tank shown in 


the picture is heated during the winter months 
by fie furnace which has a coil of| one and one- 
half inch and one inch pipe connected directly 
with this tank 
The tank furnishes sufficient 


heat for the kitchen, and we found the water hot 
enough to attach a radiator in the living room, 
thus adding much to the comfort of the room and 
baving on the fuel bill. 


The dining room opens from tha kitchen and 


also has openings into the living room and par- 
lor. In this room you see one of the home-made 
fireplaces. A form was made on the floor of this 
room and into it wtis poured the cement m which 
was imbedded woven wire for reinforcement. In 
the -cement the chip.s, taken from the stones in 
building tho front porch, were stuck. This was 
allowed to dry for flvo days; after which it waa 
placed m position as yoj see it There is another 
fireplace similar to this and directly back of it in 
the pirlor. 


In a corner of the dining room is a built-in china 


closet and sideboard, with supboard below. 
DI- 


recty behind the china closet is a built-in book- 
case in the living room. 


Opening out of the kitchen is the back stair- 


way leading to the bedroom 
This is finished in 


white, the same as the kitchen. We also have 


three kinds of water in the faucets over the lav- 
atory. Opening into the same hall into which the 
bathroom opens is the den or library, from which 
room there is an outside door opening onto an 
upper porch for airing bedding and shaking rugs 
There is a long hall connecting these rooms with 
the front hall, into which the bedrooms open and 
which also leads to the front stairway and to the 
reception hall below. 


These, briefly enumerated, are the mechanical 


devices about which pages might be written in 
describing the conveniences they make possible, 
to say nothing of the sanitation. 
I know those, 


who are employed in the kitchen noticed the lo- 
cation of the table in the center of the room and 
its proximity to the gas range and built-in cup- 
boards. It is also sanitary, as there are no open- 
ings and corners between sink and adjoining 
walls for the accumulation of dust. Woodwork 
and walls, being in white enamel, are easily kept 
clean. Having all kinds and plenty of water di- 
rectly above the sink does away with lifting and 
carrying of water pails and garbage cans 
The 


gas light directly above the table makes it im- 
possible to get into your own shadow. The gas 
range needs but the lighted match, and tha 
drudgery of carrying in wood, lighting and keep, 
ing up the fire, and carrying out the ashes ia done 
away with. I shall here answer a question I know 
will arise, and that is the cost of fuel and light 
with this system. Our bill from July 3, 1911, to 
July 3, 1912, was fifty-two dollars, JOT one dollar n 
week for all cooking, baking, and lighting of the 
house and barn. 
Compare this with the time 


spent in getting up wood for the kitchen stove or 
the cost of coal, or will those who live in the city 
compare these figures with their gas and electric 
light bills. 


The bathroom has appealed to more niral visi- 


tors at our home than has any other room in the 
house. Those of you who have come in from the 
hay field on a hot summer day or have come from 
a dusty, dirty threshing job, would know how to 
appreciate this room. Here you have hot or cold 
water as you wish, or soft or hard water to meet 
jour fancy. 


The laundry is equipped with movable tubs, and 


hot water is to be had at all times when the fur- 
nace ie being used. When the furnace is not in 
use a fire in the laundry stove supplies us with 
good hot water 
Theie the washing is away from 


the living rooms, and the steam is drawn up the 
flues of the main chimney, which does away with 
steam all over the house. The sink in the laundry 
is connected with the sewer pipes leading to tha 
cesspool, thus carrying off all waste ivater from 
the laundry. The last, sud I suppose most im- 
portant picture is the bill of a;rj«nse for installing 
.these conveniences:

the cab privilege of Delmonico's for 
more than 30 years, and \vbo lost his 
mind in 1907 through an attack de- 
scribed by physicians 
as "extreme 


rasthenia," has regained his mental 
faculties through an accident, and is 
now recovering some of hfs fortune, 
estimated at $500.000, which dlsap 
peared while he was unable to direct 
his affairs . 


This became knov.n (he other day 


when Supreme Court Justice Seabury 
signed an older 
discontinuing 
four 


suits brought by Hebron against the 
stock exchange firm ,o£ Wassennann 
Bros, for an accounting of the pro- 
cpeds of stock which were held for his 
account \vhen he lost his reason. 
In 


his suit if developed that his account 
v,as operated by a member of hia fam- 
ily without his permission or knowl- 
edge, and the Wassermanu firm made 
a settlement for $27,000 


Hebron's recovery was of a nature 


fo excite the wonder of physicians He 
is now 39 years old and previous to the 
time his mind became clcudptf he was 
most active. 
While maintaining his 


livery business at nelraonioo's, he car- 
ried on a real estate business and 
worked in Wall street 
The big men 


of the street called him Jimmy and 
he knew most of them by their first 
names 
t 


In May, 1907, he broke down under 


the strain of his activities. A nervous 
ilistrder developed insomnia, and he 
went to Europe for treatment. An op- 
eration was performed on him in Dub- 
lin, but he did not get better. His mind 
was gone. 
He was helpless and use- 


less. His business interests lell away, 
and he was content to go about with 
his wife, letting things take their own 
course. 


In May, 1911, exactly four 
years 


from the time his illness began, he 


Stubbed Hia Toe and Fell. 


and Mrs. Hebron went to1 Bernards- 
ville, N. J., on a visit. 'The tram on 
which they rode had pulled into a sid- 
ing and in leaching the platform they 
had to cross the tracks'. 
He stubbed 


his toe and fell upon his face. When 
he got to his feet his mind was com- 
pletely restored. 
As he described it, 


"I got up, and as Richard III. said, 
'Richard was himself again.'" 


"I was as sound as 
bell metal." 


said Mr. Hebr'on 
the 
other 
night, 


and a new horizon dawned on me. I 
immediately began to look after my 
affairs again and brought suits against 
several firms. "Wassermanu Brothers 
and others have settled with me, and 
others give promise of doing so. 'tl 
think most of them recognize the 
fact that I was not myself during those 
'four years. 
I am fifty-nine years old 


now, but I feel as well as ever."

and starts to throw the mill out of gear by the 
time the iiressuro has been liicreaned to eighty 
pounds tile mill IB entirely out of gear and rematus 
oo ttntn we draw water enough to reduce the pres- 
sure In the tank, when the mill is again thrown 
In gear. A thirty barrel galvanized tank is located 
in the! hay mow of the barn Into which is con- 
ducted tin' soft water from tho raves oC the barn. 
Thei water from this tank is conveyed to the 
house through a one and 11 half Inch pipe, and 
furnishes >'itlHr.Umt water for the summer months. 
During tlio winter months the soft water is ob- 
tained 'from a largo cistern, the connection with 
which I shuTl explain later. 
There aro cement 


walks leading from tho front and sido porches to 
the drlvowny and also to the barn. 


Another illustration is that of the basement 


showing tiio largo pressure tank which receives 
tho wate.-r from tho windmill. 
The supply pipe 


is taiip'Vd near tho barn and supplies water in the 
barn. The pressure tank supplies water for the 
basun.e.'nt, kitchen, and bathroom on the second 
floor, besides furnSsthluK power to run tho 
lift 


puiy-p and supplying water for lawn and gardcin. 
Th'j hot air pipes ot tho furnace open directly 
in 1.0 the shafts above the furnace so that there 
ii'.-d no sido pipes excepting the one running to tho 
kitchen. Tho vegetable callar open directly from 
tho furnace room and has an ope-nlng into ons of 
the Hues of tho chimney .so HS to carry off all 
foul odors. 


[n the basement is also a gasoline gas machine 


which furnishes) tho gas for lighting the house 
and barn and for tho cooking of all our meals. 
The carburetor, which will hold two barrels of 
gasoline, is burled lit the ground outside of tho 
house. 
The shell holds about 
eight 
hundred 


pounds of sand nnd by Its weight unwinds a fan 
or pump which drives tho air out to the car- 
buretor w'hero is becomes saturated und returns 
to the mixer whero it is further diluted with air 


before passing through the riser to all parts of the 
house arid barn. 
••• 


Tho corner of the laundry containing the pres- 


sure gauge, lift pump, and pressure tank con- 
nected with the cistern, is shown in one o£ the il- 
lustrations. The connection with the lift pump is 
cut oft In the summer months as we have had 
plenty of soft water from the tank in the barn. 
Hy means of this lift pump and pressure tank the 
pressure in the soft water pipes is the. same as 
that in (he hard water pipes and does away with 
waiting for the lift pump to work. 


Directly above the laundry aud connected by a 


stairway is the kitchen. On one side of tho land- 
ing of this stairway is tho refrigerator and on the 
other side a wood box. These are both filled from 
the outside of the house. All of tno floors on tho 
first floor are hard maple, either waxed or oiled, 
and covered with rugs. 


Tho kitchen, shown in one of tho illustrations, 


is painted in white enamel and the walls are cov- 
ered with white oil cloth paper in tile design. In 
this kitchen Is a large center lablo with a sink 
In cue corner, above which you see the hard water 
faucet and the hot and cold soft water faucets. 
The table is 5Sx3S Indies and stands 33 inches 
from the floor. The sink is 18x34 inches. With 
the help of a board which I can slide over the 
sink, I can increase the size of my table. At the 
end of the table Is a large drawer for kitchen 
spoons, knives, forks, etc. 
This r,oom has three 


windows and a door containing a window. 
There 


arc; built-in cupboards and (lour and bread bins, 
all out of the way of dust. Tho gas range in the 
corner of tho room is like any city gas range and 
furnishes sufflcipnt heat for the serving of twenty 
or thirty people. The hot water tank shown in 
the picture is boated during the winter months 
by tho furnace which has a coil ofj on» and one- 
half inch and one inch pipe connected directly 
with this tank. 
The tank furnishes 
sufficient 


boat for the kitchen, and we found the water hot 
enough to attach a radiator in tho living room, 
thus adding much to the comfort of the room and 
saving on the fuel bill. 


The dining room opens from the kitchen and 


also has openings into the living room and par- 
lor. 
In this room you see ono of the home-made 


fireplaces. 
A form was made on the floor of this 


room and into it was poured the cement in which 
was imbedded woven wire for reinforcement. In 
tho -cement the chins, taken from the stones in 
building tho front porch, were stuck. This was 
allowed to dry for fivo days; after which it was 
placed in position as y&j see it. There is another 
liroplaco similar to this and directly back of it in 
the parlor. 


In a corner of tho dining room Is a bu'ilt-in china 


closet and sideboard, with supboard below. Di- 
rect';}- behind the china closet is a built-in bcolc- 
caso in the living room. 


Opening out of the kitchen is the back stair- 


way leading to the bedroom. This is finished in 
white, tho same as the kitchen. We also have 


three kinds of water in the faucets over the lav- 
atory. Opening into the same hall into which the 
bathroom opens is the den or library, from which 
room there is an outside door opening onto an 
upper porch for airiug bedding and shaking rugs. 
There is a long hall connecting these rooms with 
the front hall, into which the bedrooms open and 
which also leads to the front stairway and to the 
reception hall below. 


These, briefly enumerated, are the mechanical 


devices about w.hich pages might be written in 
describing the conveniences they make possible, 
to say nothing of the 'sanitation. I know those 
who are employed in the kitchen noticed the lo- 
cation of the table in the center of the room and 
its proximity to the gas range and built-in cup- 
boards. It is also sanitary, as there-are no open- 
ings and corners between sink and adjoining 
walls for the accumulation of dust. 
Woodwork 


and walls, being in white enamel, are er.sily kept 
clean. 
Having all kinds and plenty of water di- 


rectly above the sink does away with lifting and 
carrying of water pails and garbage cans. The 
gas light directly above the table makes it im- 
possible to get into your own shadow. The gas 
range needs but the lighted match, and the 
drudgery of carry-ing in wood, lighting and keep- 
ing up the flre, and carrying out the ashes is done 
away with. I shall here answer a question I know 
will arise, and that is the cost of fuel and light 
with this system. 
Our bill from July 3, 1911. to 


July 3, 1912, was fifty-two dollars,,or one dollar n 
week for all cooking, baking, and lighting of the 
house aud barn. 
Compare this with the time 


spent in getting up wood for the kitchen stove'or 
the cost of coal, or will those who live in the city 
compare these figures with their gas and electric 
light bills.

The bathroom has appealed to more rural visi- 


tors at our home than has any other room in the 
bouse. Those-of you who have come In from the 
hay field on a hot summer day or have come from 
a dusty, dirty threshing job, would know how to 
appreciate, this room. Here you have hot or cold 
water as you wish, or soft or hard water to meet 
your fancy. 


The laundry is equipped with movable tubs, and 


hot water is to be had at all times when the fur- 
nace is being used. When the furnace is not in 
use a flre in the laundry stove supplies us with 
good hot water. There the washing is away from 
the living rooms, and the steam is drawn up the 
flues of the main chimney, which does away with 
steam all over the house. The sink in the laundry 
is connected with the sewer pipes leading-to the 
cesspool,'thus carrying oft all waste water front 
the laundry.

eral public health 
movement, 
to 


which 
communities, organizations, 


and individuals are giving increasing 
attention each year, by the appoint- 
ment of delegates 
to 
the 
annual 


meeting of the Wisconsin Anti-Tu- 
berculosis Association, which will be 
held in Milwaukee Friday and Sat- 
urday, Nov. 2-lth and 25th. 
Practi- 


cally every municipality in the state 
will be officially represented in the 
delegation which will meet in Mil- 
waukee to discuss a more intensive 
campaign against tuberculosis and 
all preventable disease and an exten- 
sion of the organized forces , such as 
open air schools, community nurses, 
and health measures which are as 
important to the general physical 
welfare of the community as they 
are to its protection against specific 
disease foes, such as tuberculosis. 


The action of the various cities in 


appointing delegates to the meeting 
is especially fitting in view of the fact 
that the organization of the state as- 
sociation eight years ago was the ful- 
fillmcntof promise made to the var- 
ious Wisconsin cities which involun- 
tarily raised the funds for sending 
the first state tuberculosis exhibit to 
the International Congress on Tuber- 
culosis in Washington 
and 
which 


asked in return that a state campaign 
against the disease be organized. 
Since that 
time the scope of the 


state association has steadily enlarg- 
ed until it is now a general public 
health organization, specializing in 
infant welfare, school health 
and 


sanitation, community nursing, and 
oher lines of activity by which the 
economic cost and sorrow caused by 
preventable disease and death may 
be cut down and which are closely 
allied with the campaign against tu- 
be'rculosis. , 


In connection with the annual 


meeting, the 
general sessions of 


which will be held on Friday, there 
will be special conferences for public 
health nurses, for visiting nurse asso- 
ciations and club women interested 
in 
promoting 
the visiting nurse 


movement, for sanitorlum superin- 
tendents and trustees, and for medi- 
cal men on the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of tuDerculosis.
